| T's Demonſtrate the Methods how to Change the Moneys, is thus; =, RR” 
Imprimis, A. Ringeth 10 J. in Moneys to be Chang d, the good being pickt out, amounts to but 7 /. in Tale, which 
| 7 l. being weigh, amounts to but 5 /. which 5/4. be given to A. in Mill qd Moneys; and for his 2 J. 


that his 7 J. wanted in Weight, and his 3 J of Falſe Moxeys, which makes 5 J. be given to A. upon 


a Tally, which Tally of 5 J. and 5 J. A. before Received in Ready Moneys, makes A. up his 10 J. a- 
gain, and to be ſuppoſed to be much better ſatisfied with a Tally tor his Moneys, which he may then go to Market with again, 
then totally to Lole his 3 J. of bad Moneys, which he took in Trade as ſo much Good; and no doubt but A. had rather Loſe 
this 3. by little and little, than altogether, and leſs hurt it will do him; And that every ſuch Tally paſs even as for ſo much 


Ready Moneys, and in ſo doing we have a free Trade ; for we are ſure we ſhall not Loſe the bad MAoneys, if we take it for our 
Goods, tho we will be as Cautious as may be how we take it, by reaſon we will have as ſmall a Tallyzs we can; This, Ihum- 


bly conceive ſheweth, That the bad Mozeys may be Changed as well as the Good, and at the ſame Charge. 


IT. As to Raiſing the King Two Millions of Moneys in fo doing, and to ſhew that there will be a ſpeedy conſumption of theſe 


Tallies, is thus; Every time a Tally is Paid, Recciv'd, Bought, or Sold, it mult Loſe Four Pence in every Pound; that is, Two 


Pence to the King, which muſt be Indorſed on the Tally every time it is fo Paid, Receiv'd, Bought, or Sold ; and the other 2 ſunk, 
that is thus, v1. A. comes with his Tally of 5. and pays it to B. he being ſo much Indebted to him, and gives B. 1 5. 8 d. 


more than his Debt, which is all the Loſs A. doth receive by putting off his Taily of 5 / which is 1 5 8 4. that A. gave to B. 
Half of it was ſunk, and Half was for the King; which Halt for the King, A. takes Care to Indorſe upon the Tally, then 
B. pays the ſaid Tally to C. which then wants 10 d. of 5 J. which 10 4. A. gave B. before, to make good his Payment, when 
he ſhould come to pay it, which 10 d. B. gives alſo to C. to make up his Five Pounds, an gives C. alſo 15. 8 4. more; as A. 
did to him, which is all that B. Loſeth alſo by Paſſing the ſaid Tally; and B. alſo takes Care to Indorſe 10 J. upon the Tally, 
Vuhich 10 4, ſtill given, C. that takes the Tally with the 10 4. that A. alſo gave to B. which makes then in the Hands of C. 
15. 8 d. for the King, and 1 5s. 8 d. ſunk off of the ſaid Tally; which 1 5. and 8 4. is ſtill handed along with the Tally, and 
alſo the reſt of the Indorſements ; and all the Indorſements are always left in his Hand that hath the Tally, until they amount 
to Twenty Shillings; which Tally when its Indorſements hath once amounted to Twenty Shilling ſhall no more paſs in Pay- 
ment until Renew d, which will then have juſt gone thoro the Alphabet, and have come into 4s Hand again; then A. muſt car- 
ry this Tally of 5 J. to the Office, and give them the 20 5. of Indorſments which are for the Uſe cf the King, and take a new 
Tally of 4 /. and ſet that to work again. Now I faid it would Raiſe Two Millions to the King; but I hope by this time this 
Honorable Houſe doth plainly ſee, that it will make all the bad Moneys, and the want of Weight in the good Money, become all 


ber for the People to loſe 205. in 40 Weeks, than to loſe it tn one Day, &c, humbly Refer”d to the Wiſdom of this Ho- 
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Good to the King, which is ſuppoſed to be nearer Four Millions than Two. Now, if this Honorabe Houſe ſhall not think fit - 


to Raiſe any thing upon the bad Moneys to the King, then it will be waſted away the {ooner ; but ſince there muſt be Moxers 
Raiſed, Thumbly conceive ihe Dogph woule rather Pay ir thus, and maſe uſe of their bad Afonezs totlie very lafit „than to Lol 
their bad Aoneys All at once, and Raiſe ſo much Moneys for the King beſides. | 


III. How this may be done, and we continue Trading one with another all the time our Moneys is a Changing. Firſt, That 
there be a Grand Office in this City of London, call d, The 7 allz-Office ; and that at the Place wherethe Moneys is Changed, no 


Tallies be given, but an Order to the Ta/h-Office, to give A. a Tally for 5 1. more or leſs, Mark d or tampt , for ſuch a County, 


as A. ſhall deſire it; and that no Tally paſs out of the County it is Mark'd for; and that no Tally piſs in any County, till there 
be an Office fixt in the ſaid County. 8 E - 5 5 = N 
For the Convenience of Trade, how to make a Tally Payable in any County in Fig land, or Wale: ; thus A. hath Tall ies by 
him of a Hundred Pounds, 4. wants to pay a Hund ted in B's County; A. miſt go to the Office of hs own County, and give up 
nis Tallics of Hundred Pounds, and fee them Struck out, and take an Order from the Maſter of the Office in his own County, to 
the Maſter of the Office of B's County, to give to A. Tallies for a Hundred Pounds, and Number them with the ſame Number 


that A's Tallies was Numbred with before; and for fo doing A. ſhall Allow 24. or 3 d. in the Pound to the King, according 2» 


to the Diſtance of the Place. | 


IV. That every County Change their Moneys diſtinctly one after another; and that ſo ſoon as erery Connty ſhall begin to - 


Change theirMozeys,there be an Office Erected in the ſame, as well for Suppreſſing the Falſify ing ſuch Tallies, as for the Return of 
Moneys, tho we humbly conceive a Tally cannot well be Falſified; however it is but the Receiver's Trouble going with, or ſend- 
ing the Tally offer'd him in Payment to the Office to Prove it; which, it Falle, then he that offer'd ſuch Tally, to be Puniſhed 
according to the Great Wiſlom of this Houſe. „ „ 8 3 

V. That every Pariſh Change their Moneys diſtinctly, to avoid Confuſions, and that they have timely Nor ice to bring in the 
ſame; and that every Conſtable, and Beadle of ſuch Pariſh Artend their Pariſhioners at the Place of Change during ſuch Time, 
the better to find out ſuch as have ſo metamorphis'd the Coin of this Kingdom, and. for the Ptomoting of Trade, that the 
Old Moneys go ſtill in every ſuch County after they have lo Changed, provided it be Good until they are call'd upon a ſecond 
Time, for it is ſuppeſed thatone County Trades with another; And atrer 4's County hath Changed their Moneys, in the mean time
